The reply filed on 3/1 8/05 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following matter(s): The amendment 
canceled all previous pending claims, and newly submitted claims encompass multiple inventions that are independait or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the original elected invention is drawn to a method comprising 
collecting embryonic stem cells from a placenta which has been treated to remove residual cord blood; whereas the present claims 
encompass collecting stem cells from a placenta that contains cord blood, and seeding any stem cell beyond embryonic stem cells. 
These claims would have been restricted if presented originally. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, present claims 24-43 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 
1 . 142(b) and MPEP § 82 1 .03 . Also See 37 CFR 1.111. A complete reply to this communication must include cancelation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01.
